WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wa^me, Indiana, is in the process of 
revising and updating its Master Plan; and, 

Wi^IREAS, an essential ingredient of any Master Plan is the^ develop¬ 
ment of specific pix>grams and plans for the iirproverrent of the residential 
neighborhoods of Fort Wayne; and, 

WlffilffiAS, the residents of such neigttorlioods have a clear right 
and responsibility to participate in and direct the development of such 
plans; and, 

WHEREAS, the residents of the V^st Central Area of the City 
through the Wfest Central Neighborhood Association and the VIest Central 
Project Area Catmittee in canjunction with the City Plan Commission and 
the Redevelopient Ccainission have prepared and approved such a plan; and, 
IsffffiREAS, the Redevelopment Ccrnraission has already approved this 
plan in its meeting on August 12, 1974; 

NOW 'IHEIREFORE, BE ZC RESOLVED by the Fort Wayne City Plan 
Coimission that the Sketch Plan of Development for the West Central Area, 
adopted July 15, 1974, by the Wfest Central Project Area Ccsimittee and 
Neighborhood Association, is hereby approved. 

EE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that Bill No. R-74-08-32, a resolution of 
the Ccrnmon Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, approving a Sketch 
Plan of Development for the 3fest Central Neighborhood Development Program 
(IND A-14), be returned to the ComiiDn Council with a reccnmendation of 
DO PASS , and with a further recaimendation that the boundaries described 
in Bill No. R-74-08-32 be ejspanded to include the area represented by the 
west Central Neighborhood Association described as follows;

RESOLUTION NO . R-__ 

A RESOLUTION of the Common Council of the City 
of Fort Wayne, approving a sketch plan of 
development for the West Central Neighborhood 
Development Program Project (IND. A-14) 

WHEREAS, on March 19, 1973, the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commis¬ 
sion did adopt a Declaratory Resolution designating the following described area as 
blighted, deteriorated, and deteriorating within the meaning of the Redevelopment 
of Cities and Towns Act of 1953 (Chapter 176 of the Acts of 1953 of the General 
Assembly of the State of Indiana, as amended and supplemented): 

Boundaries of West Central Renewal Area (NDP No. 2 ) 


Beginning at a point formed by the intersection of the north right-of 
way line of Berry Street and the east right-of-way line of Fulton 
Street, thence south along the east right-of-way line of Fulton -i , 
Street to the north right-of-way line of Jefferson Street; thence east 
along said right-of-way line to the east right-of-way line of Webster 
Street; thence south along said right-of-way line to the south right- 
of-way line of Baker Street; thence west along said right-of-way line 
for a distance of 20 feet more or less to a point; thence south along a 
line parallel to the right-of-way line of Webster Street, if extended, 
to the Penn Central Railroad track; thence west along said track to 
the centerline of Swinney Park Place; thence north along said center- 
line to the northerly right-of-way line of Jefferson Street; thence 
northeasterly along said right-of-way line to the west right-of-way 
line of Garden Street; thence north for a distance of 75 feet more or 
less to a point; thence west along a line perpendicular to Garden 
Street for a distance of 220 feet more or less to a point; thence north 
along a line to a point on the south right-of-way line of Washington 
Street, said point being 165 feet more or less west of the west right- 
of-way line of Garden Street; thence north along a line to the center 
of St. Mary's River; thence northeasterly along said center to the 
northerly right-of-way line of Van Buren Street; thence south along 
said right-of-way line to the north right-of-way line of Berry Street; 
thence east along said right-of-way line to the east right-of-way line 
of Fulton Street, which is the point of beginning . 

WHEREAS, said Declaratory Resolution was subsequently approved 


by City Plan Commission on March 22, 1973 and Common Council of the City of 
Fort Wayne on March 27, 1973 and confirmed at a Public Hearing on April 25, 

1973; and 

WHEREAS, the West Central Neighborhood Association and West Central 
Project Area Committee has in conjunction with the City Plan Commission prepared 
and approved a Sketch Plan indicating the comprehensive plan for development of 
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the herein described area and has submitted same to the Fort Wayne Redevelopment 
Commission for review and approval. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE: 

That the Sketch Plan of Development for the West Central Area, 
adopted July 15, 1974 by the West Central Project Area Committee and Neighborhood 
Association, is hereby approved.
